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Vancouver Gets a New Park 


Vancouver is to get a new park at a 
bargain counter price. Hon. Ilan Mackenzie 
announced that 26 acres of the smelly and 
unsightly False Creek mud flats will be 
converted into a down town park, the city 
supplying necessary materials and the 
federal and provincial governments pay- 
ing the labor costs. This is not a special 
favor being conferred on the coast city. 
Any other city or town can get the same 
treatment so far as the Dominion is con- 
cerned, Vancouver is taking up the offer 
made some months ago by Hon. Norman 
Rogers, on behalf of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, to pay half the wage costs of 
municipal improvements provided the 
provincial government concerned will pay 
the other half and the municipality supply 
the materials required. 

This is an extension of the municipal- 
ity-help policy introduced last year, and 
applies to improvements which are not of 
the self -liquidating type. Parks, street 
grading and gravelling, swimming pools 
and other undertakings not designed to 
produce revenue to take care of capital 


charges, would seem to fall under that 
heading. Edmonton might be able to 
launch some work- making projects of 


these or other kinds and secure the double 
advantage of cheap improvements and a 
shortening of the relief list. The oppor- 
tunity is without precedent to develop 
and improve parks and carry out other 
non-earning undertakings at no cost to 
the city taxpayers beyond that of the 
materials used. — 


At ‘Mount Vernon 


Though they must be desperately tired, 
there can hardly be a doubt that the pre- 
diction of the King was verified and that 
he and the Queen enjoyed “every moment” 
of their visit to the United States. They 
certainly had few idle moments in the 
three days spent at Washington and New 
York, while announcers, news 
writers and photographers supplied plenty 
of evidence that both hosts and guests 
had a happy time. Remembering that 
behind the visitors lay almost a month of 
travelling and attending nerve - racking 
functions, it can be surmised that the 
quiet Sunday at Hyde Park was very wel- 
come, and will be recalled as a thoughtful 
and gracious arrangement. 

The climax of all the incidents of the 
history-making visit came when at Mount 
Vernon the King laid a wreath on the 
tomb of George Washington, the monarch 
of the British nations thus doing honor, 
in his own name and theirs, to the man 
who led a revolution against one of his 
predecessors. It was a purely voluntary 
tribute; there was no t to be kept, 
and no remark could have been caused 
had the offering not been made. 

But there was something more in the 
act than recognition of the historic place 
of a great man ] fa great 
nation. George ngton was an Eng- 
lishman. He was a British soldier. He 
was a British officer. It was because he 
was British that he would not submit to

That wreath is a tribute to what 
he stood for, as well as to what he did. 
And, largely because of what he did, the

In that connection it is noted that the 
Dominion Government is being accused 
of favoring home-production to the extent 
of violating an international agreement. 
At a sugar stabilization conference held 
in London two years ago the Government 
promised it would not “stimulate the pro- 
duction of sugar in Canada during the 
term of the agreement by subsidy, in- 
creased protection, special remission of 
taxes, or by any other similar measures.” 

In his budget speech last month the 
Minister of Finance announced that free 
entry of machinery used in beet - sugar 
factories would be extended to include 
also “apparatus” used in such refineries. 
To the layman the distinction is rather 
fine, but objection has been taken that the 
broader construction of the tariff phraes- 
eology is not in keeping with this under- 
taking, and that the concession thus made 
to the beet-sugar industry is in effect a 
measure to increase production against a 
world supply already more than ample. 
What the board has to say on the point 


may decide whether or not refinery 
“apparatus” will continue to be imported 
duty-free. If the objection is well taken, 


that is in itself evidence that the conces- 
sion is of substantial advantage to the 
Alberta industry. If the advantage were 
negligible there would be no objection 
from outside sugar- producing interests 
and their governments or from Canadian 
refiners of co a raw sugar. 


To save her people from further venge- 
ance, a Czech nurse surrendered to the 
Nazi police and admitted that she was the 
party who shot a police sergeant at 
Kladno.

Twenty-Five Miles an Hour 


The number of accidents would surely be re 
duced if a 25-mile-an-hour speed limit was en- 
forced in Montreal, It would get no one in 
trouble, as has been conclusively proved by ex- 
periments conducted in certain American cities. 
All that is required is obedience to the regula- 
tions which relate to driving within municipal 
limits. All approaches could be posted with large 
cautionary signs and other warnings elsewhere, 
The cities which tried the plan found out that it 
worked well, being a considerable factor in a 
campaign that brought about a marked reduction 
in automobile accidents.

The anger of the British people over the loss 
of 99 lives in the Thetis disaster is easy to un- 
derstand. They are comparing the success of the 
U.S. navy methods in saving half the crew of 
the Squalus by means of a diving bell, with the 
failure to save the lives of the men imprisoned 

in the Thetis, All were valued 
TRAGEDY OF lives; many of the technical ex- 
THE THETIS = perts who perished with the fatal 

dive of the vessel wiil be hard 
to replace. On the face of it, the two disasters 
look very much alike. Both were new super- 
submarines, Both drove head first into the mud 
within a few miles of shore through failure of 
their lifting planes to function. Yet the work 
of rescue was much more difficult with the 
Thetis. Where she sank in Liverpool Bay the 
tides run with great force, The initial effort of 
the accompanying tug to pull her afloat promised 
Success, but with the parting of the tug’s hawser 
under the great strain, the situation was made 
worse by the submarine being carried by the 
tide into deeper water. 

Criticism comes easy to those who do not un- 
derstand the difficulties, 


Anger that Britain did not posséss a diving 
bell such as that which proved successful in the 
Squalus disaster, also comes from lack of com- 
prehension. The diving bell was used for the 
first time, only a few days before the Thetis 


tragedy... Its construction had been watched by 
British naval officials who were 
ABOUT THE awaiting its test, to discover 


DIVING BELL what defects it had (if any) be- 
fore constructing similar safety 
devices for the British submarine service. 

Britain and United States have long ex- 
changed data on safety appliances. After the 
tragedy of the U.S. submarine S-4, many sug- 
gestions for saving imprisoned men were made. 
Among them was the diving bell, whose princi- 
ple has long been known. So difficult were the 
problems of making a bell that would be effec- 
tive for saving men from sunken submarines— 
the problem of correct buoyancy, of making a 
water seal with the safety hatch that would re- 
sist heavy pressures, and of lock devices in the 
rescue chamber, that engineering opinion was 
divided upon the feasilibity of the method. 

This doubt was reflected in the report of the 
U.S. Submarine Board which led to the building 
of the bell. It dubiously expressed the belief that 
the diving bell was “sufficiently promising to 
warrant a trial, and we have so recommended.” 
That trial under working conditions was made 
only a few days before the Thetis sank—-in its 
successful use on the Squalus. 

The two operators of the diving bell risked 
their lives in that venture. Had the submarine 
been holed and water-filled, the lock chamber 
would have filled and the men would have been 
drowned by the inrush of water. Then the div- 
ing bell would have been discarded as a failure. 

Many important questions will be probed in 
the two enquiries, not the least of which will be 
to discover whether the loss of the two super- 
subs by similar failures of the lifting planes to 
function within a week, is a coincidence or not. 
It will doubtless be made clear that British naval 
engineers were awaiting only the practical test 
of the U.S. navy diving bell, to commence work 
on similar safety appliances, with such improve- 
ments as might be necessary.
